At a committee meeting held on February 11 a committee 
n by-laws was appointed to draught them. 

At a meeting held February 20 twenty firms were rep 
resented, and at that meeting the report of the by-laws 
committee, which had been prepared, was accepted. At 
the same meeting a nominating committee of three was 


appointed to nominate seven members for the managing 
committee of the association. Under the by-laws adopted 
this managing committee elected the officers. These were:

According to the plan there have been reported to the 
secretary 375 names of such customers. The number of 
houses belonging to the association which have reported 
the same were seventeen. 

The number of requests from the members of the asso- 
ciation for the names of houses reporting delinquents is 
sixty-three. The number of houses making such requests 
were twelve. Accordingly it would seem that there were 
twelve houses in the organization that did not report names 
of any delinquents or questionable buyers.

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HEAVY DEMAND ON MILLS. 


Jobbers Complain That They Are Not Getting Goods as 
Fast as They Should—Some of Them Say That 
the Demand Is Lighter, 








The demand for paper in the New York market contin- 
ues good and steady, but is not rabidly active, as it was 
not many months ago, when the coal scare and traffic 
blockade were on. The change from an excited demand 
to one that is calm yet strong has led many men in the 
trade to think that the market is unseasonably quiet. This 
is not the case, for a good volume of business is being done 
in all grades. It is quiet only by comparison. Store trade 
this spring with many of the jobbers has been rather spas- 
modic. This is true particularly of the book and writing 
paper houses. Just now the dealers in manila papers are 
busy, as the spring trade has opened up in the general re- 
tail business. All grades of wrappings are moving well. 
The cheap wood manilas are still a little weak in price. 
The better grades of manilas are firm at the old figures. 
News paper is not considered as high as it has been. Quo- 
tations are being made by some of the smaller mills on a 
basis of 2.40 cents for rolls and 2.45 for sheets. Big 
business no doubt commands even better prices. Deliver- 
ies are now being made by some of the news mills in three 
weeks. For the next three months the manufacturers ex- 
pect a good demand for news, as it is usually active up to 
the beginning of warm weather. Book papers have not 
changed in price, as from all accounts the demand is very 
good. The manufacturers say that they are rushed with 
business. One prominent book paper manufacturer said 
this week that his company had a two months’ run of or- 
ders on its books. Writings are very strong. In them 
there is still some talk of advances. The board market is 
very active, as the box makers continue to call for supplies. 





Holyoke Mills Continue Busy.

Business with local paper dealers continues very good, 
although some reports are more enthusiastically made 
than others. All the big paper dealers, those carrying all 
grades and kinds of paper, say that general business is 
very good. Dealers that confine themselves to the 
handling of specialties are not so much crowded, although 
having a fair share of business. The consumptive distri- 
bution of manilas and store wrappings is not quite so 
heavy at present as in previous past weeks, but improve- 
ment in demand is confidently looked for ere many days, 
as the retail trades must soon begin to stock with 
wrappings in anticipation of spring business, which ought 
to open up quite actively about the first of April. Manu- 
facturers of manilas are experiencing no “let up,” how- 
ever, if the reports of the leading mills in this section can 
be taken as an index to the general condition of the manila 
paper market. The mills referred to claim to be more than 
busy, and they claim that the tone of the market is strong 
at ruling quotations. Book papers are moving very well 
with the manufacturers and prices are being firmly held, 
although some “off grades” have been offered in this 
market recently at a fraction under recognized prices. 
Box boards and box papers are said to be in good de- 
mand, Viewing the paper market as a whole the im- 
mediate outlook is very encouraging.

Philadelphia Market Not So Active.

The easing off applies more particularly to book 
paper. Wrapping paper sells readily and at ruling prices, 
but the market can hardly be said to be distinguished by 
“snap.” Building paper is in a seasonable steady de- 
mand, but the great volume of demand has not set in as 


fully as it is expected to set in a week or two hence.

“The paper trade has been fairly good recently from the 
jobbers’ standpoint,” said the head of a prominent whole- 
sale paper house last week. “The writing papér market is 
strong and ledger papers are in good demand. In book 
papers there has been some weakness, but nothing of very 
serious moment. The general business is good and the 
volume of trade is holding up well.” 

“This is not the time of the year when we expect the 
largest business,” said a manufacturer of news and wrap- 
ping paper a few days ago. “Not before the 1st of April 
will business really begin to hum, but by that time we ex- 
pect the full volume of what is called, for want of a better 
name, the spring trade.” 

The chief topic of discussion in the paper houses has 
been the projected organization of the book paper mills, as 
reported for the past two weeks in THe Paper TRrape 
Journat. While no one denies the desirability of the pro- 
posed plans, yet some say that they will be difficult of ac- 
complishment. The jobbers would welcome the formation 
of a selling agency among the book paper mills, for then a 
definite schedule of prices would be maintained, varying 
only with natural conditions. M. 





Miami Valley Trade Satisfactory. 
[rROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, March 16, 1903—The week has been 
a fair one in business. Locally, the wholesale houses have 
made considerable of a gain in anticipation of an early 
spring trade among the mercantile houses. Two large 
dry goods companies have failed in this city and losses 
will be noted in the sales of wrappings, as both were 
liberal users. Both houses will retire from business after 
liquidating the indebtedness, dollar for dollar. Nearly 
all of the paper houses were creditors. Business among 
the paper mills continues satisfactory, with prices un- 
changed, yet very firm, and the demand a little in excess 
of the supply. The better grades are in most popular 
call. One Jarge wholesale and retail house has just re- 
ported the largest business the past month within its 
history, writing and record papers showing the greatest 
percentage of gain. The congestion on the rails is still 
a serious barrier. One manufacturer reported that in 
receiving a car from Cleveland, an extremely short run, 
between two and three weeks were required in making 
the shipment. The car was started about the middle of 
February, and when he referred to the incident illustra- 
tive of the conditions on the rails the car had not yet 
arrived. This is becoming a grave matter and must be 
remedied or the consequences will be disastrous. Local 
mill men are experiencing in addition considerable trou- 
ble in securing sufficient facilities for the mere handling 
of cars in the Dayton yards, which is oceasioning more de- 
lay than long distance shipments, it is said. M. V. 





Modern Business Methods Stimulate Paper Market. 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

App.eton, Wis., March 16, 1903.—During the past two 
years business in such flat papers as are made in Wiscon- 
sin has been on the whole better than business in the 
lower grades. During the greater portion of the time 
the lower grades have been in most excellent demand, but 
there have been times when orders have eased up consider- 
ably. The demand for flat papers, however, has shown 
practically no abatement at any time, and the mills have 
been continually from sixty to ninety days behind their 
orders. This condition has beea referred to previously at 
numerous times in this correspondence. Your corre- 
spondent asked a prominent flat paper manufacturer to- 
day how he explained this circumstance. 

“I attribute the present strong demand for superfines 
and bond papers, such as are made in Wisconsin, running 
in price from 6 to 10 cents,” he said, “to a special devel- 
opment of the methods of conducting modern business. 
The mail order business of this country has attained tre- 
mendous proportions. When a firm receives an inquiry 
about goods it makes reply, and if it hears nothing from 
its prospective customer at the end of a prescribed num- 
ber of days it writes him again. If still no reply is forth: 


coming it writes him again and asks him if he has placed 
his order. This system is continued until either the cus- 
tomer orders the goods or says he has ordered elsewhere 
These follow up methods take an immense quantity of 
stationery, and it is all on just about the kinds of paper 
that we manufacture. Then, too, modern methods of col- 
lecting accounts by keeping everlastingly at it, with state- 
ments and printed forms, consumes great quantities of 
superfines and cheap bond papers. I believe these two 
requirements of general business are responsible for the 
great demand for these kinds of papers that has been 
noticeable during the last two or three years.” 

According to the report of a manufacturer who visited 
the Chicago market last week, the Chicago jobbers are 
making gains in their business each month over the pre- 
vious one, and are looking forward to an extremely active 
spring trade. The one line of book papers alone seems 
not to be up to the standard of other grades, and this, 
they say, is due to the present feeling of uncertainty in 
regard to prices. While manufacturers of book paper 
know that prices are lower now in proportion to the ex- 
pense of making the paper than they have ever been be- 
fore, still the consumer is not convinced that some con- 
cessions may possibly be given, and consequently a large 
amount of business that might be placed now is being 
held up awaiting some hoped for development.

The improved binders’ board ‘manufacturers’ association 
is now an assured fact, so some of them report. Practic- 
ally all the Eastern manufacturers, representing 100 tons 
of board daily, have signed the,agreement. As yet, how- 
ever, the prices have not been definitely decided upon. The 
matter of grading the different “makes” is also to be set- 
tled. No change, it is said, will be made in the channels 
through which these boards have been sold, provided the 
dealers, agents and brokers sign an agreement to sell at 
the list prices, and also agree to accept part of their profit 
in the shape of rebate to be paid annually. With binders’ 
boards selling, as they probably will be, at $35 to the dealer 
and $37 to the consumer, the profit to the former would be 
$2 per ton—all of which, ‘however, he would not get till the 
end of each year. 


There has been considerahie uneasiness in the trade for 
the past week over the threatened tie up of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad by a strike. Ne- 
gotiations for a compromise settlement of the trouble are 
now on. Shippers of paper stock over this line in less than 
carload lots are still in trouble, because their freight is 
refused by the road at Pier 50. This state of affairs has 
lasted now for two weeks. A traffic blockade is said to 
be the cause of the refusal. 

+ - * 

Some progress has been mgde in the attempt to get the 
rosin sized sheathing paper manufacturers into an asso- 
ciation, regulated the same as that of the binders’ board 
manufacturers. As has been stated before, meetings for 
this purpose have been-held in this city. But up to date the 
promoters of the association idea among the sheathing 
men have not been completely successful. This, however, 
will come later, so they believe. 


The verdict of those of ‘the ool trade who attended the 
jobbers’ dinner last Thursday night was that such little 
festivities would certainly help swell the number of houses 
now enrolled as members of the association. On its social 


side the association is a pronounced success, judging from 
the two dinners already given. That it is. useful in a busi- 
ness way is the testimony of those who belong to it.

have been in the business for twenty or thirty and forty 
years had in some cases never met other members who 
were in the business as long as they were until they met 
it this meeting. 

From the stories and statements made regarding individ- 
ual houses the general impression was that the paper trade 
was composed of anything but honorable gentlemen. I 
will not say that we were surprised in finding that such 
was not the case. When we were presented to each other 
we found very soon that such was absolutely not the case; 
that as men go in businegs they were honorable, unright; 
ready to condemn wrong practices and ready to do what 
they could to prevent their occurrence, and today when a 
buyer claims that he can in his dealings with some house

obtain some advantages which are unusually unreasonable 
we at once say, putting it in a mild way, “he is not speak- 
ing the truth,” and we immediately and without. hesita- 
tion make the inquiry of the house referred to, and in- 
variably find it was not the truth. Statements as to terms 
that they can buy on; as to unusually large discounts; 
tatements of all kinds made to buy their goods at less 
than reasonable figures and on proper terms are made, 
and untruthfully so, and we have been able to ascertain 
these facts promptly and correctly from the members of 
the association. 

In this particular feature it has been of great benefit, 
besides the pleasure we find in knowing absolutely that the 
members of the trade are gentlemen. 

We have come to know each other from a social stand- 
point. The dinner that was attended by the members of 
ur association, for the purpose of social intercourse, to

become still better acquainted with each other, was a de- 
cided success, and the association has wisely decided that 
such dinners and meetings for social intercourse shall con- 
tinue. This object of our gatherings was pleasantly at- 
tained. 

One of the objects of our association has been, as far as 
possible, to break up the unwise and destructive compe- 
tition which has prevailed to too great an extent in our 
business, and which is really the basis of all of the evils 
in the trade. Such competition has only resulted in the end 
in absolute loss and failure, because no house having a 
good customer will permit his business to be taken from 
him, and will meet any such cut in prices, or extension of 
credit, or increase in the amount of discount, the result 
being that the party originally offering these inducements 
finds in the end no increase in his trade. Each house has 
sold about as many goods, but has done so with little or 
no profits, and considering the expense of doing the same, 


probably at a loss. No one is benefited; in fact, the trade 
is injured unnecessarily. 

That houses of our description are needed in the city is a 
simple statement of fact. The city demands such places 
of distribution of goods, and the cost of such distribution— 
in rent, clerk hire, cartage, &c.—is very large, and the 
public should pay prices to cover these expenses and to 
cover the cost of time, mental labor, knowledge of the 
business on the part of the employers as will pay them to 
do it, and we believe they should pay liberally for the con- 
venience. 

Our position in the community is an honorable one, and 
one that is absolutely needed. We do not put ourselves 
in the position of a supplicant in the least degree for the 
favors of the public. It has been demonstrated in our 
trade that when it is determined to act on a certain course 
with reference to prices and terms, that action has been 
made universal and absolute. 

Taking the cases of the manufacturing companies like 
L. L. Brown Paper Company, Crane & Co., Byron Weston, 
Parsons Paper Company and a number of others as illus- 
trations proves this statement. The houses that acted to- 
gether with reference to the sales of the makes of each of 
these firms, in conjunction with the manufacturer, were 
enabled to make their full profit, and while there is a 
penalty attached to the breaking of the agreement as to 
prices and terms, it is practically unknown as a fact that 
such penalty has had to be exercised. In other words, no 
house has been refused the filling of orders by these mills 
because of their breaking their agreement, such refusal to 
furnish goods being the penalty on the part of the manu- 
facturer. 

This same principle extended to other goods, and agree- 
ments being made by us among ourselves, can be effec 
tually carried out. It depends entirely on ourselves whether 
we will or will not do so. We can if we will, care being 
taken to be reasonable and not open the way for new 
houses. 

In this direction of stopping unnecessary and unwise 
competition the matter of discounts has been considered, 
and most of the members of the association and some of 
the houses outside have signed an agreement as to the 
discounts allowed for cash within a certain named period. 

There has also been considered, and practically adopted, a 
plan by which an extra price will be charged for quanti- 
ties of goods sold in less than the package, or, as we term 
it, the retail trade. This has been considered, and has 
been practically adopted, and we have no doubt will be 
carried out. 

Each plan so far taken by our association has been care- 
fully deliberated upon and has not been entered into hastily, 
and we believe such plans that have been decided upon 
have been wisely done, and with the same conservatism in 
action, the same careful consideration given to each ques- 
tion and to the plan of procedure for remedying the ef- 
fects of unwise actions by the trade great good can be 
accomplished. We consider that a long step in the right 
direction has been taken by the association during its first 
year of its existence. 

The organization of the houses themselves into an as- 
sociation was of itself a very important and excellent re 
sult. It took time to do it, and we think that it is or- 
ganized on such lines as we can successfully carry out 
plans for the care and preservation of our interests. 

The relation of the houses to the manufacturers has 
been considered to some extent. It is a very important 
question, and should be approached with a great deal of 
care and wisdom. We believe that such an understanding 
can be had with the manufacturers as will enable them to 
see that it is to their interest to work with the paper trade 
in New York city rather than against them. That it will 
be mutually profitable to do so; but this question, as stated, 
is one that must be approached carefully and considerately 
and with a view of looking for the interests of both par- 
ties, ourselves and the mills, while we are considering it. 

I think I am warranted in congratulating the members 
of the association upon the success that has attended its 
work of the first year. We have endeavored in a quiet 
way, without unnecessary pressure, to have the houses 
that are now remaining outside of the association to join 
us, and we believe that in time they will see it to their 
interest to do so. They will learn in time that we do 
not intend to “instruct them how to do their business.” 
They will learn in time that in many minds there may be 
more wisdom than in one mind, and with a proper loyalty 
to the objects of the association and honorable action as 
members, with good feeling toward all, they will find that 
we together can obtain more from our business in proper 
profits and certainly a pleasanter time while attending to 
business matters than those outside of the association, and 
therefore we feel quite certain that all of the houses in 
our business will become members, and we will be a 
unit in our purposes and actions. 

While there is an article in our constitution headed 
“Suspension and expulsion of members for misconduct in 
their relation to this corporation,” we are certain that such 
an article is a dead letter, and will be; and our acquaint- 
ance with the members of the trade during the last year 
authorizes us to belive this to be a fact, and while it is in 
our articles it will never be but as now, a “Dead Letter.” 

The association will continue, as up to now, composed of 
gentlemen and men fully in earnest, not only to make such 
profit as we can from our business legitimately and rightly, 
but also to form such acquaintance as will make the busi- 
ness life pleasanter.

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STRIKE AT ST. REGIS MILL. 


Trouble Over a Machine Tender—The Union Demands His 
Reinstatement—Twenty-four Machine Tenders 
Refuse to Work. 











[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., March 17, 1903.—A strike of the 
twenty-four machine tenders at the mill of the St. Regis 
Paper Company, at Deferiet, caused a shutdown of that 
plant Monday morning, and though some progress has 
been made toward a settlement of the difficulty, the mill 
was not running today. The strike was caused by the let- 
ting out of an employee whose work was not satisfactory. 

A statement of the difficulty, as given out by officers of 
the company, is to the effect that the first intimation any- 
one had of a grievance among its employees was a tele- 
phone message to General Manager D. M. Anderson at 
noon Sunday, asking him to come to the mill to meet a 
committee of the Paper Makers’ Union at 4 o’clock. He 
drove to the mill and was met by a committee of em- 
ployees, who stated that the machine tenders complained 
that Superintendent Decker was in the habit of interfer- 
ing with the machines, making changes, &c., instead of 
directing them to make the changes themselves. Mr. An- 
derson wanted particular instances cited where the super- 
intendent had done this, but no one gave him the informa- 
tion. The chairman of the committee then stated that the 
real Jifficulty was that the union demanded that Machine 
Tender McIntyre, who on Tuesday of last week was told 
that his work was not satisfactory and who voluntarily 
agreed to quit Saturday night, be reinstated. Another 
man had been engaged, and Mr. Anderson said MclIn- 
tyre could not be reinstated. Mr. Anderson assured the 
men that there was nothing personal in the matter and that 
McIntyre might have the first vacancy at Felts Mills, 
which is a smaller mill. The committee appeared con- 
vinced of the fairness of Mr. Anderson in the matter, 
and supposing the incident closed he returned to this city. 

About 8 o’clock Sunday evening, however, he was in- 
formed that the machine tenders would not go to work 
Monday morning. The attention of Secretary Ackerman 
of the International Brotherhood of Paper Makers was at 
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once called to the action of the men at Deferiet. He went 
to the mill Monday morning, but did not succeed in set- 
tling the difficulty. The officers of the St. Regis Paper 
Company expressed their willingness to take up McIntyre’s 
case with the executive officers of the Brotherhood, but 
declined to submit to such arbitrary and snap methods as 
were employed on Sunday and Monday. The constitu- 
tion of the Brotherhood provides that a strike shall not be 
inaugurated before the case has been placed before the 
executive board and passed upon. It appears that this law 
of the order was overlooked this week by the St. Regis 
employees. 

Mr. McIntyre, in his own behalf, states that he is not 
personally ‘responsible for the strike. He adds that the 
trouble was brought about entirely by the union, who in- 
sisted upon his reinstatement, and that personally he pre- 
ferred to lose his position rather than to have the mill shut 
down and his fellow employees thrown out of employment.

A Much Tried Damage Suit. 


NewsurGH, N. Y., March 16, 1903.—In the long con- 
tested case of Antone Prygon vs. the Grove Mills Paper 
Company, the Appellate Division has decided the appeal 
in favor of Jacob Levy, administrator of Prygon.

The 
third time the case was tried before Justice Maddox and 
a verdict of $2,000 was granted. Mr. Seeger was satis 
fied, but the defendant’s counsel appealed. Now the Ap- 
pellate Division has sustained the judgment of the lower 
court.

BUSINESS TROUBLES. 


Involuntary Proceedings Against Plattsburgh Paper Miil 
and Bag Company—Meeting of G. W. Downs’ Credi- 
tors—Receiver for Jupp Paper Company, 





Troy, N. Y., March 14, 1903.—Involuntary bankruptcy 
proceedings were begun several weeks ago agairst the 
Plattsburgh Paper Mill and Bag Company. The suit was 
started by three creditors, who alleged that the company 
was insolvent, but the officers of the company denied the 
charges. Judge Ray then referred the matter to Henry T. 
Kellogg, of Plattsburgh, as special master, and according 
to his report, filed yesterday, the company was insolvent 
when the suit was begun. It was shown at the hearings 
before the special master that the company owned a pulp 
mill, machinery, water power and rights valued at $40,000 
and other personal property worth $3,000. The evidence 
also showed that the company owed $63,902.92 in judg- 
ments and in open accounts. These creditors were: How- 
ard & Craig, $1,157.60; Plattsburgh First National Bank, 
$5,216.40; Plattsburgh Foundry and Machine Company, 
$98.97; Standard Oil Company, $51.12; Corydon S. John- 
son, as trustee of mortgage fund to secure bonds issued, 
$31,800; L. O. Ratti, $1,131.77; Gutta Percha and Rubber 
Manufacturing Company, $581.06; Plattsburgh First Na- 
tional Bank, $1,440.22; Merchants National Bank, Platts- 
burgh, $1,926.88; Joseph Dubuque, $253; John T. O’Brien, 
$661.25; Orr Felt and Blanket Company, $295.56; Platts- 
burgh Dock and Coal Company, $240.65. There is also due 
for unpaid taxes $1,686.45. The creditors practically all 
reside in Plattsburgh. The referee holds that the company 
was insolvent when the involuntary suit was begun. A 
receiver will probably be appointed for the company. 


Meeting of George W. Downs’ Creditors. 


In answer to a call sent out by George W. Downs, news 
board manufacturer, of Newark, N. J., a meeting of his 
litors was held at Newark on Thursday of last week. 
\fter hearing a statement of his financial condition from 
Mr. Downs a majority of the creditors signed an agree- 
ment to accept 40 cents on the dollar, the same to be paid 
within the next two years. By means of the increased price 
of news boards, which are now bringing $5 per ton more 


cree 


than-they did last year, and the improved condition of the 
market Mr. Downs hopes to be able to meet the claims of 
his creditors on the basis of the new arrangement within 
the specified time—two years. In his statement to his cred- 
itors Mr. Downs said his liabilities were $62,000 and his 
assets $63,124. In the latter are included the valuation put 
on the plant, including the machinery and on the lease. 
The actual tangible assets amount to $1,579, which are 
made up of $1,000 worth of good book accounts, $500 worth 
of coal and $79 cash in bank. All the equity held by Mr. 
Downs in the mill, machinery, &c., is pledged to Mathias 
Plum, his father-in-law, who is an indorser on Mr. Downs’ 
paper for $21,500. 


Receiver for Jupp Paper Company. 


Derroit, Mich, March 12, 1903.—The United States 
Court has appointed Samuel S. Harris temporary re- 
ceiver of the Jupp Paper Company, and Charles T. 
Alexander, who was appointed receiver by the Wayne 
Circuit Court, has been temporarily deposed. 

On petition filed by the Worthy Paper Company, the 
Tension Envelope Company and the Wabash Paper 
Company, Judge Swan entered an order requiring the 
Jupp Paper Company to appear in the United States 
District Court and show why it should not be adjudi- 
cated bankrupt. 

The claims of petitioners are as follows: Worthy 
Paper Company, $912.35; Tension Envelope Company, 
$59.27; Bardeen Paper Company, $364.23, and the Wabash 
Paper Company, $1,574.80. Harris was appointed receiver 
on application of the petitioners. The bond of the receiver 
was placed at $10,000. 


Middletown Again Threatened by Flood. 


[PROM OUK REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


Dayton, Ohio, March 16, 1903.—Again has Middletown, 
the “paper city,” been threatened with another flood, the 
levee at the headgates at the State dam breaking for the 
second time during the freshet. The break this time was 
much larger than the first, and for a time all of the mills in 
that section of the valley were seriously endangered. Two 
hundred and fifty men and fifty teams were placed at work 
in the attempt to repair the damage, while large forces 
kept guard at night to watch the water and see that it did 
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not gain too much headway. Last week 140 bags of san: 
were placed in the break, but the recent rise resulted i 
the complete washing away of this barrier, though it was 
at first supposed that the levee had been secured against 
further damage. It is believed that the break is below 
the foundation of the headgates. It will require constant 
watching to-prevent a terrible calamity, for if the water 
ever let go the entire city will be inundated. Some resi 
dents prepared to leave their homes. The high waters 
again interfered with mill operations to some extent. The 
Board of City Affairs decided that the headgates of the 
local hydraulic company were a nuisance and ordered them 
removed this week. M. V.

has been in the paper business all his life and his sons have 
been brought up in it. They have been connected with big 
enterprises.

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A WATER POLLUTION BILL. 


It Is Not Expected to Become a Law—The Claims of the 
Pulp Men—They Ask for a Public Hearing 
on the Matter. 





The water pollution bill, introduced by Senator Stewart, 
of Ithaca, which is now being considered by the Committee 
on Public Health of the New York Senate, has aroused the 
interest of many lines of manufacture throughout that 
State. The paper and pulp men, however, are naturally 
most concerned, as their industry is a very important one in 
New York and would be seriously handicapped should the 
provisions of Senator Stewart’s bill become a law. This 
bill provides that factories shall not discharge noxious 
substances into lakes and streams without obtaining a per- 
mit from the State Board of Health, and imposes upon the 
factory owners the duty of reporting annually in such man- 
ner that disregard of the law will be made evident imme- 
diately. The introduction of this bill is coincident with the 
preparation of the complaints made by residents along Lake 
Champlain against the owners of two large pulp mills for 
alleged pollution of the waters of that lake. The officials 
of these two mills are therefore brought conspicuously to 
the front in this matter. 

Representatives of some of the mills interested when seen 
in New York city declined to talk for publication in regard 
to the complaints about water pollution. They gave as 
their reason for this silence that that the public mind is at 
present too much excited over the fatal epidemic at Ithaca to 
calmly consider the merits of the manufacturers’ side of 
the case. So they have concluded that “the less said the 
better.” From other sources it was learned that the paper 
and pulp manufacturers of the State are not apprehensive 
that the Stewart bill will become a law. They rely on the 
fact that the injury done by them, if any, is’ infinitesimal 
in comparison with that done by the general pollution of 
the streams by the discharge of the sewage into them of 
countless cities and towns in the State. Albany and Troy 
have been cited as conspicuous examples of such offending 
cities. The pulp and paper manufacturers claim that the 
waste liquor that they discharge into the streams is not in- 
jurious to the fish, as the strength of the chemicals used is 
exhausted in the making of the pulp. When these waste

chemicals are taken up by the streams it is claimed that the 
percentage of foreign matter to the bulk of water is so 
small that the former cannot be detected even by chemical 
analysis at a short distance from the mill. To say that 
these waste chemicals kill the fish in the streams is assert- 
ing something, so the paper men say, that cannot be proven. 
“But,” to quote a prominent paper manufacturer, “even 
admitting that some slight injury is done by the great paper 
industry of the State, the people of sections where the mills 
are located must decide whether they will tolerate small 
annoyances and slight damage to property or force these 
great manufacturing enterprises to go elsewhere—or to go 
out of business altogether. This is the big question that is 
back of the whole trouble and a final decision must be given 
on it within a few years if the pestering of the paper and 
pulp manufacturers continues.” 

In regard to the water pollution agitation now going 
on at Albany, a special dispatch from that city says: 

“Application has been made to the Committee on Pub- 
lic Health of the Senate by the owners of the pulp mills 
which are said to be polluting the waters of Lake Cham- 
plain for a hearing on the bill introduced by Senator 
Stewart, of Ithaca, prohibiting the pollution of the waters 
of the State. 

“It is understood that the pulp mill owners desire either 
to kill the bill or to have it amended. 

“Senator Stewart’s bill was suggested by the typhoid 
fever epidemic in Ithaca, and is supported by the State 
Health Department: While it does not directly prohibit 
the practices of the pulp men, if enacted it may force them 
to admit that they are violating the forest, fish and game 
law. 

“Under Senator Stewart’s bill permission to discharge 
sewage may be granted by the State Health Commis- 
sioner whenever he believes the interests of the public 
health would be subserved. He may also grant permits 
to private establishments under specified conditions and 
revoke them at will. 

“It is the stringent provision for reports and inspection 
that troubles the pulp men. Under it they cannot pollute 
the lake without making an official admission of the fact 
that they are doing so. Such an admission would bring 
them at once within the scope of Section 52 of the forest, 
fish and game law, which reads as follows: 

“No dyestuff, coal tar, refuse from a gas house, saw-

The Outlook as Seen by Dr. B. E. Fernow, Director New 
York State College of Forestry, Cornell 
University, Ithaca, N. Y. 


(Continued from Paper Trade Journal, March 12.) 


Some years ago the writer was taken to task by one of 
the lumber trade journals for asserting that the consump- 
tion of coniferous “soft wood” material represented three- 
fourths of the total lumber wood consumption, to which the 
Pines contributed to the extent of 50 per cent. The pres- 
ent census brings out precisely this proportion, except that 
if the pulp wood is added, the importance of the coniferous 
material is still further accentuated. 

The relative importance of the different species is for 
the first time more fully and very satisfactorily brought 
out by the census, permitting the following tabulation: 
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The white pine still heads the list, although three or 
four southern species of pines aggregated exceed it in 
quantity, though not in value. The relative accessibility 
to large quantities of supplies predetermines, of course, 
largely the relative position, especially of the coniferous 
species, which can be readily substituted by each other. 

To the statement for spruce, at least 1,000,000,000 feet 
must be added for wood pulp, and for other species con- 
tributing to the same industry, 300,000,000; the cut on 
farms, which is placed at nearly $110,000,000 in value, 
in part log and bolt size material, not brought to the 
mill, will have to be considered probably, for the most 
part, in the hardwood cut. 

The hardwoods, to be sure, furnish the bulk of the fuel 
wood, and when it comes to a mere statement of wood 
volume, represent probably the larger requirement of the 
total consumption, at least in the United States. Never- 
theless, in the arts and industries the soft woods are the 
most important, These are to be found in quantity only 
in the north temperate zone, precisely that part of the 
world where the wood consuming civilization is most 
highly developed. The southern countries produce 
mainly the highly ornamental but exceedingly hard 





woods, which are only of limited application, hence rela- 
tively less important. 

The densely populated, highly developed European 
countries satisfy their requirements in excess of home 
production from the less developed, thinly populated 
countries to the north and east—Russia, Norway, Sweden, 
Austria-Hungary, as well as from Canada and the United 
States. 

The United States must rely upon its own resources 
and whatever her neighbor, Canada, can spare from its 
transatlantic trade with the mother country. 


Wall Paper Firms May Combine. 


Gtiens Fats, N. Y., March 16, 1903.—The directors and 
managers of the Standard Wall Paper Company, of 
Sandy Hill, and the Liberty Wall Paper Company, of 
Schuylerville, are considering a proposition to form a 
new company to buy the present factories and operate 
them together under one management. Meetings of the 
stockholders of the various companies will be held on 
March 28 to vote on the proposition. 


Testing Southern Fibres, 

Mositg, Ala., March 12, 1903.—A quantity of fine samples 
of red and tupelo gum, bay, pine, cypress and cottonwood 
was sent to the Ypsilanti Paper Company in Michigan to be 
used in the manufacture of paper by Messrs. Cornwall and 
Sheehan, two paper makers who recently visited this city. 
In case the experiments with these samples of wood prove 
entirely successful it is believed that this city will be the 
location of a paper mill. 





Old Kellyville Paper Mills Sold. 


Cuester, Pa., March 16, 1903—The Henry T. Kent 
Manufacturing Company has bought for $6,500 at Orphans’ 
Court sale the old paper mills near Kellyville, formerly be- 
longing to the Lewis estate. The company will improve the 
dam breast which holds the pond from which water is 
drawn for the Kent Mills at Clifton. During 126 years the 
property has been successively a paper mill, a cotton fac- 
tory and an asbestos plant.

He realizes that in the effort to promptly present to 
the trade a complete report of the proceedings of the re- 
cent meeting and banquet of the American Paper and Pulp 
Association he was badly beaten. He also knows that the 
trade is aware of that fact, and it is only rubbing salt in 
his wounds when the paper manufacturers, paper dealers, 
paper machinery builders and others join in a chorus of 
commendation of the Convention Number of THe PAPER 
Trape JourNAL. He has attempted a defense of his stage 
coach journalism, but it fails of its purpose, because it 
avoids the facts in the case. ; 

The plain, unvarnished record is that the Convention 
Number of THe Paper Trape JourRNAL was delivered to 
subscribers in New York city at 10 a. m. on Friday, Feb- 
ruary 27, while the first copies of the belated Convention 
Number of the “Mill” did not make their appearance until 
3 p. m. on Friday, March 6. The Convention Number of 
Tue Paper Trave JourNAL reached Chicago on Saturday, 
February 28, and that of the “Mill” on Monday, March 9. 
More than that.. THe Paper Trape Journat had actually 
published and delivered its next week’s paper, that for 
March 5, before Derb’s Convention issue, dated February 
26, had seen the light of day. If the convention had been 
a two day affair, as of old, “Derb’s” report might possi- 
bly have been ready by the time the next convention con- 
vened. 

“Derb’s” predicament is laughable, but at the same time it 
is severe on his advertisers to have their announcements 
printed in a convention report that drags itself to the foot- 
lights ten days after the’ occurrence of an event, the full 
report of which appeared in THe Parex Trave JournaAL the 
next morning. 

His effort makes one think of the country newspaper 
publisher who called his paper a tri-weekly and when a 
subscriber complained about not getting his paper as often 
as even once a week explained that what he meant by “tri- 
weekly” was that he tried to get out weekly. “Derb” ought 


to call his a tri-yearly. 





Our Trade with Mexico. 

The steady gain of the United States in supplying the 
foreign merchandise required by Mexico is the subject of 
special comment by an official of the British Legation at 
the City of Mexico in a report made to the British Foreign 
Office on Mexican trade in 1901. “The United States of 
“are yearly increasing the proportion of 
their trade in this country. The value of the imports (from 
the United States) in 1901 amounted to 46,941,929, as 
against £6,767,042 in 1900, or an increase from 51% per 
cent. to 5534 per cent. of the total import trade. The 
United Kingdom and her colonies together supplied Mexico 
with merchandise to the value of £1,909,167 during 1901, as 
against £2,217,111 in 1900, representing about 15% per cent. 
France supplied merchandise to the 


America,” he says, 


ef the import trade. 
value of £1,383,869 in 1900, while in 1901 the value was but 
£1,231,762, its proportion in 1900 being 10% per cent., but 
now is scarcely 934 per cent. Germany’s share of the trade of 
Mexico in 1901 was a trifle over 1014 per cent., as against 1114 
per cent. in 1900. The trade with Spain continues about 
the same as in past years, viz., 4% per cent. in 1900 and 
4'%4 per cent in 1901.” The report presents a table showing 
the percentage of the principal countries in the imports of 
Mexico from 1896 to 1901, and shows that the percentage 
supplied by imports from the United States has increased 
from 49 per cent. in 1897 to 5534 per cent. in 1901; while 
that of the United Kingdom has fallen from 19 per cent. to 
5% per cent.; France, from 13 per cent. to 9% per cent., 
and Germany has increased its share from 10 per cent. to 
1034 per cent., while Spain has decreased from § per cent. 
to 4 3-16 per cent. 

Getting down to specific information as to the United 
States paper purchased by the Mexicans, we find that the 
exports-of paper to Mexico were as follows:

These figures show growth, especially in the way of the 
export to Mexico of: writing and general lines of papers. 
It is only natural that our exports of printing paper to 
Mexico should have fallen off, just as they have to other 
countries, for the reason that our home demand for this 
grade has been so great as to seriously curtail supplies 
available for shipment beyond our borders. The figures 
indicate that there is a field in Mexico for United States 
paper. It should be cultivated. 
of access to us, and our paper makers should not neglect 


It is a country convenient 


the opportunity of enlarging their business relations with 
the people of our sister republic. 

Every manufacturer seeking trade in Mexico should bear 
in mind certain matters that are vital in trading with that 
country. In the first place he should familiarize himself 
with the Mexican tariff. The duties are specific, and ex- 
cept in a very few cases all importations pay duty by 
weight. Weights are of three classes—gross, net and legal. 
The first two are self-explanatory, but legal weight is es- 


pecially a feature of the Mexican tariff, and is the weight 


‘ of the article, with the wrapper, box or whatever it may 


be that is next to the article, i. e., not the main outside 
covering, but that inside. Each package should bear its 
mark and number so it can be distinguished easily, and old 
marks and numbers should be erased, for there is a fine for 
each package having more than one mark or number, or if 
these do not correspond with those indicated in the consu- 
lar invoice. Consular invoices and manifests should be 
carefully prepared, as the slightest error involves the lia- 
bility of a fine. 

The metric system is the legal standard for weights and 
measures in Mexico. Our weights and measures are 
stumbling blocks to the Latin countries whose trade we 
seek, The persistent use by our manufacturers in their 
catalogues, circulars, &c., of our weights and measures 
causes us to lose considerable trade with Mexico and other 
Latin-American countries, on account of their being unin- 
It would be well for 


our manufacturers desiring to extend their trade with 


telligible to many foreign buyers. 


Mexico and other countries using the metric system to 


base descriptions and estimate prices upon that system. 

The paper manufacturers of New York State have work 
cut out for them on at least two matters now before the 
Legislature. One is the bill dealing with water pollution, 
Or more specifically the pollution of Lake Champlain, to 
which we referred last week. The Stewart bill is too 
sweeping in its scope, and should be modified. Just why 
cities, towns, and villages should be allowed to dis- 
charge all their sewage into the streams and manufac- 
turers should be punished for allowing the discharge of 
their mills to go the same way is beyond comprehension. 
The former is a thousandfold more dangerous to the com- 
munity, the most recent demonstration of this being the 
typhoid epidemic at Ithaca. Then, again, an attack has 
been made on the proposed water storage plan. The com- 
mittee on forests of the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation protests against the measure and calls it 
a “menace to the people.” If the paper and other manu- 
facturers desire to promote water conservation they should 
take immediate, active measures to support the water 
storage bill now before the Legislature. Half way endorse- 
ment will not be sufficient: What is needed is enthusiastic, 
steady, continuous work. 


A correspondent of the American Lumberman in the 
course of an article on the use of pitch pine as a raw ma- 
terial from which to make paper says that the work of the 
Orange Paper Company, Orange, Tex., is going to revo- 
lutionize the industry. He figures that it takes 8 cords 
of wood to make 5 tons of paper, and with wood at $7.50 
a cord the cost of the raw material is $60.40, or $12.08 a 
ton. As against this he says 3 tons of “itch pine shavings 
make a ton of paper, and if the shavings cost $1 a ton, 
“a violent supposition,” then the shavings necessary to 
make 1 ton of paper would cost $3, as against $12.08 where 
spruce is used. He places the value of the paper produced 
from the shavings at 3% cents a pound, or $70 a ton. If 
his figures are as absurd as his description of the paper 
machine and other equipment in the mill, the promised 
revolution has not yet begun. 


If the New York jobbers are as successful in the busi- 
ness department of their association as they are in the so- 
cial department, their organization should enjoy a long and 
useful life. Boston wants to look to her laurels, for while 
her association started long before that of Gotham, the lat- 
ter when it gets under full headway will make exceedingly 
rapid progress. Isn't it about time for some of the other 


cities to follow the example of New York and Boston?

Edwin Dickinson, a well known resident of the Con- 
necticut Valley, died at his*home in West Springfield, 
Mass., Friday noon, from the effects of cerebral hem- 
orrhage, which overcame him Tuesday of last week. 
Mr. Dickinson was seventy-six years old and was born 
in Hadley, Mass., July 15, 1826, the son of Deacon Simeon 
Dickinson and Martha Gaylord Nash Dickinson. He 
spent his boyhood on a farm, and when about fifteen 
went to work in a store in South Hadley, removing to 
Amherst when nineteen. He was married to Pauline 
Rice Bent, daughter of Rev. and Mrs. Josiah Bent, of 
Amherst; in South Hadley, August 14, 1849, and they 
made their first home there. Later they moved to Mit- 
tineague, where he was connected with the Southworth 
Paper Company. The family lived there, with the ex- 
ception of a year when Mr. Dickinson was in business 
in Philadelphia, until the spring of 1864. He moved to 
Springfield in the spring of 186s. 

Mr. Dickinson became identified with the Union Paper 
Manufacturing Company on moving to Springfield, act- 
ing chiefly as its agent. The company had offices at the 
corner of Main and Taylor streets, and the mills were in 
Holyoke. He retained his active connection with the 
concern until the business passed into other hands. After 
that he continued as agent for a short time, and for two 
or three years later was engaged in the same capacity 
with the Cashin Card and Paper Company. Mr. Dick- 
inson’s business life was characterized by honesty and 
straightforward dealing. He had many friends. He was 
interested in ornithology; was a botanist and thorough 
scientist. He was correspondent for the Smithsonian 
Institution at Washington and the Chicago Museum, and 
was prominent in the old Horticultural Society of Spring- 
field. 

Mr. Dickinson was active in the work of the North 
Congregational Church of Springfield. He leaves, besides 


his widow, four children—Mrs. I. F. Hand, of Oneida, 
N. Y.; Rev. Dr. Edwin H. Dickinson, of Buffalo, N. Y.; 
Miss Marion Dickinson and Mrs. Robert D. White, of 
West Springfield; of his brothers and sisters, only Mrs. 
Joseph Morgan, of Riverdale, West Springfield, survives.

Automatic Sprinklers Save a Mill. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., March 17, 1903.—The big plant of 
the Racquette River Paper Company narrowly escaped 
destruction by fire Friday morning. The only thing that 
saved the mill was the automatic sprinkler system with 
which it was equipped. The fire started from a hot bear- 
ing on the main line of shafting in the beater room. The 
blaze starting from the hot box set fire to the timbers over- 
head and also to a pile of loose paper on the floor near 
one of the beaters. The fire spread through the room in 
a few seconds and the employees were driven out by the 
heat and smoke. The sprinklers began to work and 
stayed the flames until the fire hose could be put in use 
and saved the plant. In less than an hour the fire was 
under control. The damage to the property amounts to 
about $10,000 and is fully covered by insurance. B.

Beth 
erds, who works at a chipping machine, had ascended 
to an upper line shaft to adjust a belt, when suddenly his 
right arm was caught between the belt and pulley and 
he was hurled around the shaft at lightning speed and 
then thrown a distance of 15 feet. A number of employees 
of the mill witnessed the accident and were certain that 
their fellow workman had been fatally hurt, if not im- 
mediately killed. They rushed to his assistance and 
hastily removed him to the mill physician’s office, where 
he was given attention and revived. Miraculous as it 
seemed, he had not been dangerously hurt except for 
a compound fracture of the right arm above and below 
the elbow. He was cut and bruised about the body and 
still suffers intensely.

Multiple Cylinder Pump, Invented by W.H. Millspaugh— 
Paper Watermarking Device, Invented by John 
Barnett—Trademark. 








William Hulse Millspaugh, of Salem, Ohio, assignor to 
the Sandusky Foundry and Machine Company, of San- 
dusky, Ohio, has been granted patent No. 722,240 on a 
multiple cylinder pump, which is herewith illustrated. 

This invention, says the inventor, relates to multiple 
cylinder pumps, and particularly that type of pumps char- 
acterized by communicating suction and discharge cylinders 
with pistons or plungers therein connected together, so as 
to reciprocate simultaneously, and valves, either in the 
pistons or elsewhere, arranged so that water is forced out 
from the discharge cylinder alternately by the two pistons,

but at every stroke. In double barrel pumps of this char- 
acter a substantially uniform flow and constant pressure is 
obtained, since the water is always acted upon by one pis- 
ton or the other; but in the usual construction of such 
apparatus the reaction on each piston is transmitted to but 
one side of the operating pitman and crosshead, to which 
the pistons are connected, so that on the up stroke there is 
a downward pull at one side of the crosshead, while on 
the downstroke there is an upward force on the opposite 
side, which is an obvious disadvantage, diminishing the 
strength of the operating mechanism, tending to cause bind- 
ing of the crosshead or other parts, and requiring greater 
power to work the pump. 
ing apparatus has heretofore been devised with suction and 
discharge cylinders communicating at both ends and with 
two pistons on one rod in each cylinder, the arrangement 
being such that on both the up and down stroke one piston 
in each cylinder forces out of the water while the other re- 
mains inactive, each cylinder thus having a double action 
within itself. Such construction equalizes the strains on 
the operating pitman and crosshead; but it is objectionable, 
since the length of the cylinders is necessarily increased 
and the pumping part of the apparatus correspondingly ele- 
vated, while the pump, with its driving mechanism, is as a 
whole rendered less stable, and the -pumping parts, par- 
ticularly the lower pistons, are made less accessible. The 
principal object of the present invention is to provide an 
efficient pump of the character described in which all 
strains and forces will be equalized, but without any of the 
objectionable features noted. This is accomplished by em- 
ploying two suction cylinders, 
the line of travel of the centre of the crosshead to which 
and two similarly dis- 
posed discharge cylinders, each suction cylinder communi- 
cating with a corresponding discharge cylinder. The sev-

the pump piston rods are attached, 


said line of travel of the centre of the crosshead, and hence 
on both the upstroke and downstroke all strains and forces 
on the pitman and crosshead are equalized. This arrange- 
ment also doubles the pumping capacity of the apparatus 
while using only one driving shaft, crank, and pitman and 
while taking up scarcely any greater floor space than would 
be occupied by a double ‘cylinder pump, with its operating 
or driving mechanism. 


Fig. 1 is a front elevation of a vertical multiple cylinder 
pump embodying my invention. Fig. 2 is a top plan view 
of the pump portion of the apparatus. Fig. 3 is a horizon- 
tal section thereof, taken just below the pump cylinders, as 
indicated by lines III III in Fig 4; and Figs. 4 and 5 are 
vertical sections taken, respectively, on line IV IV and V V 
of Fig. 2 looking in the direction indicated by the arrows. 
The numeral 1 refers to standards or frame members ris- 
ing from opposite sides of the pumping portion of the ap- 
paratus and supporting the driving mechanism therefor. 
Journaled in bearings 2 on extensions or brackets at the 
front of said standards is a shaft 3, with pulleys 4 thereon, 
one of which is loose and the other fast for the application 
of power. This shaft has a pinion 5 in mesh with a gear 
wheel 6 on the pump driving shaft 7, which is journaled 
in bearings 8 on the standards. The driving shaft is pro- 
vided between the standards with a crank 9, connected by 
pitman 10 with a crosshead 12, which works directly above 
the pump barrels or cylinders and between vertical guides 
11 on the inner sides of the standards. 

The four pump barrels or cylinders are designated by the 
symbols C’, C*, C*, and C* and are shown arranged in the 
form of a square and rising vertically from a low box or 
casing B, having an inlet or suction orifice I at the front 
and an outlet or discharge orifice O at the rear, and also 
having communication with the several cylinders. The cyl- 
inders and box, which are preferably formed or cast in- 
tegrally, constitute a firm and substantial base for the whole 
apparatus, and, as shown, the standards 1 are rigidly se- 
cured to opposite sides thereof at flat thickened portions 
of the cylinders. 

Pistons P’, P*, P*, and P* work in the correspondingly 
numbered cylinders, and their rods R pass through suitable 
stuffing boxes in the upper cylinder heads and are attached 
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Mitispaucu’s MuttipLte CyLinper Pump. 


to the crosshead 12, the arrangement, preferably, being such 
that all of said rods join said crosshead at equal distances 
from its centre. 

In the pump illustrated the diagonally disposed cylinders 
and C* communicate at their lower ends with the inlet 
or suction orifice I, while the intermediate and diagonally 
disposed cylinders C* and C* communicate with the outlet 
or discharge orifice O. To accomplish this, the lower box 
or casing B is interiorly divided by means of a partition 
13 into two separate chambers or compartments S and D, 
the first having the suction orifice and the latter the dis- 
charge orifice. As shown in Figs. 2 and 3, this partition 
13 extends from the left hand side of casing B, passing first 
between cylinders C’ and C*, thence in a U shaped curve under 
the central portion of cylinder C’, thence in a return curve 
between cylinders C* and C* and on to the rear wall of the 
casing. Thus the suction chamber S has spaces 14 and 16 
beneath the lower open ends of suction cylinders C’ and C’, 
and a connecting passage 15 beneath the discharge cylinder 
C*, which is closed above said passage, as shown in Fig. 4, 
while the discharge chamber D has a space 17 beneath said 
discharge cylinder C*, the lower end of which is open above 
said space, and a space 18 beneath the lower open end of 
the other discharge cylinder C*. (See Figs. 3, 4 and 5.) 

Cylinders C’ and C* communicate at their upper ends by 
means of a passage 19, and cylinders C* and C* likewise 
communicate by means of a passage 20, though, if pre- 
ferred, the arrangement could be changed so as to connect 
cylinders C’ C* and C* C’, it being only essential that each 
suction cylinder communicate with one discharge cylinder, 
and vice versa. 

The pistons of all the cylinders are shown having suit- 
able ports controlled by valves V’, V’, V® and V*, re- 
spectively, the valves of the pistons in the suction cylinders 
opening upwardly and those of the discharge cylinders 
opening downwardly. 


~ 


In Fig. 4 the pistons P’ and P* in the suction and dis- 
charge cylinders at the front of the apparatus are repre- 
sented on the upstroke, while in Fig. 5 the pistons P* and 
P* in the rear suction and discharge cylinders are repre- 
sented on the downstroke. It will be understood, however, 
that all the pistons move simultaneously both on the up 
and down strokes. : 

On the upstroke of the several pistons water is drawn 
into suction cylinders C’ and C* by pistons P’ and P’, while 
the water already in said suction cylinders above said pis- 
tons, together with the water in the discharge cylinders C 
and C*, is forced out from the latter, flowing through the 
open valves in pistons P* and P*, which during such up- 
stroke remain inactive so far as moving the water is con- 
cerned. On the downstroke water is forced out by pistons 
P* and F* in the discharge cylinders, and said pistons also 
draw water behind them from the suction cylinders, the 
water flowing up into the latter during such downstroke 
through the open valves in the inactive pistons P’ and P*. 

PAPER WATERMARKING DEVICE. 

John Barnett, of Erie, Pa., has been granted patent 
No. 722,553, On a paper waterinarking device. 

Fig. 1 is a side elevation of the improved watermarking 
mechanism, and Fig. 2 is a top plan view of the sqme. 
I indicates a square shaft suitably supported by the 
framework of the machine. 2 is a collar embracing 
this shaft and having bolted thereto a suitable bearing 
bracket 3, in which arm or lever 4 is pivotally mounted 
by means of shaft or pin 5. The arm 4 is formed at its 
pivoted end with a circular disk-like head 6, having at 
one side a laterally projecting flange 7, provided with a 
series of notches 8, any one of which may receive and 
hold the free end of a torsion spring 9, mounted on the 
pivotal shaft 5 and having its other end engaging with 
the bracket 3, as at 10. It will be readily understood 
that by shifting the free end of the spring to the various 
notches its tension will be regulated and the amount of 
pressure exerted by the arm 4 variously modified for the 
purpose to be presently pointed out. The disk-like head 
6 and the spring 9, constructed and arranged as set 
forth, provide a tension regulating means for the mark- 
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ing device, which will now be referred to. The spring 
acts to restrict the movement of the head and vary the 
pressure of the marking device carried at the opposite 
end of the arm or lever 4. 

11 is the marking device, preferably in the form of a 
roller, carried by the free end of the lever 4, which is 
forked to receive it. This roller, which has the marking 
letters or design of metal applied thereto in the usual 
manner, is preferably composed of rubber or the like, 
having metallic end plates 12 secured thereto by through 
bolts 13. The roller 11 is loosely mounted for rotation 
on a shaft 14, seated at its end in slots 15, formed in the 
forked ends of the lever 4 and secured by winged nuts 16. 
By loosening these nuts the roller may be readily re- 
moved for the substitution of another bearing different 
marks or for any other desired purpose. 

By regulating the tension device as above pointed to 
vary the pressure exerted by the lever 4 it is obvious that 
the pressure of the marking device upon the paper being 
treated will be similarly varied.

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RAG SUBSTITUTES. 


Lecture by Jullus Hubner Before the Society of Arts, 
London—tThe History of the Use of Various 
Fibres Traced, 








The second of a course of four lectures on the subject 
of paper manufacture was given by Julius Hiibner recently 
at the Society of Arts, London (in connection with the 
Cantor lectures, session 1902-03). 

The lecturer began by mentioning that the Chinese for 
many centuries used fibre obtained from a number of dif- 
ferent plants for the manufacture of paper. Rags were 
used exclusively in Europe up to the middle of the nine- 
teenth century as paper makers’ raw material. <A writer 
of a book, Schaeffer, dated 1756, fully appreciated the 
necessity of finding raw materials other than rags, and 
stiggested sawdust, moss, willow, aspen, hemp, rye, straw, 
thistle stalks, peat and even wasps’ nests, but the descrip- 
tions given were most incorrect. The lecturer considered 
there was no reason to doubt that Schaeffer communicated 
no good theory to the paper makers, and that finding a 
difficulty in getting a satisfactory paper according to his 
description they no doubt used rags without his knowl- 
edge. At the end of the eighteenth century Matthias 
Koops experimented on the use of straw, hay and also old 
papers for making paper, and he might therefore be con- 
sidered the first who employed rag substitutes in a practi- 
cal manner. Among numerous substitutes 
only six were found of any technical application, and the 
lecturer, proceeding to describe these, first named esparto 
grass, the‘ successful introduction of which into England 


described, 


in 1856 was due to the well known paper maker, Thomas 
Routledge. The process of treating esparto was exhaust- 
ively dealt with. 

The next raw material referred to was straw. Straw 
cellulose, that was pure straw pulp, might be obtained from 
the various kinds of straw, such as wheat, oat,,rye, barley 
and maize. Though straw in many respects closely re- 
sembled esparto, it yielded in general much less pulp. - It 
was used largely in the commoner class writings and print- 
ing papers. The straw mostly used was that from wheat, 
oat and rye. Although it contained as much cellulose as 
esparto, a large proportion was lost during the various 
operations it went through. That explained its invariably 
lower yield in cellulose. The operations of cutting or chop- 
ping, followed by dusting and washing in spherical boilers, 
were explained, the lecturer adding that to obtain a uni- 
form disintegration of the knots and other hard parts of 
the straw not sufficiently acted upon in the boiling, it was 
the practice in some mills to pass the pulp between a pair 
of rapidly revolving millstones. 

Manila hemp then came under observation, and on ac- 
count of its extraordinary strength formed a valuable raw 
material, especially where color was of secondary consid- 
eration. Jute, adansonia and flax waste were referred to. 

Peat next came under notice, it being first used as a 
paper making raw material by Schaeffer in 1765, and had 
been tried by various firms, up to the present, however, 
with little effect. Only lately a process had been intro- 
duced by which the peat was disintegrated by a special 
method, and in this way quite satisfactory results had been 
obtained. Sugar cane and the various kinds of reeds 
were briefly mentioned, and, passing on, the lecturer said, 
of considerably more importance to them was the “broke” 
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paper, paper which had been printed upon and finally 
found its way back into the paper mill, as well as such 
paper as had been rejected when the paper machine was 
started or when the paper on the machine accidentally 
broke. 

The lecturer then came to a raw material of very great 
importance, viz., mechanical wood pulp. Reiterating his 
statement that Matthias Koops might safely be considered 
as the first who used wood in a practical manner for 
paper making, the lecturer drew attention to two copies 
of his book, now over 100 years old, both of which were 
printed on paper made from wood, and the leaves were 
in a state of perfect preservation, as those present could 
see by a copy he had brought with him. In that book 
the front page was a paper made from straw, a part of the 
book was composed of paper made from “broken” paper, 
and the other part made from wood.. The straw paper 
was naturally of a very yellow color. Whatever might 
be justly brought forward against wood as a raw material, 
it was outweighed by the benefit they had derived by its 
This took place in the year 1816. 

The various operations of turning wood into pulp were 
explained with the aid of a number of diagrams thrown 
upon the screen.’ It was stated that brown mechanical 
wood pulp, first introduced in 1868, was now very exten- 
sively used in the manufacture of cheap brown wrappings, 
as a substitute for hemp and jute. The extensive manu- 
facture and use of chemical wood pulp obtained by treat- 
ing wood chemically, and its essential difference from me- 
chanical wood pulp, were spoken of, as also the numerous 
processes that had been discovered and patented for this 
purpose, only a few of which had found technical applica-| 
tion.
